Inquest Held Yesterday; No 
Funeral Arrangements 

Made 



Death quietly turned the last page 
in the strange story of Dr. Spencer 
Brown, who Was found Tuesday eve- 
ning on the bathroom -floor of 'his 
home at 257 Ida avenue, the victim 
of a heart attack believed to have oc- 
curred some time during the week- 
end. 

Brown, 72, had spent the last years 
of his life in obscurity in Antioch, 
after figuring in headlines as bizarre 
as those of any fictional drama. At 
an inquest called in the Strang Fu- 
neral home here yesterday afternoon, 
the verdict given was "death from 
natural causes." 

Lived Quietly 

Since his wife, Bertha, died of a 
heart attack March 5, he had lived 
alone, apparently maintaining no con- 
tacts with relatives. Up to this morn- 
ing, no arrangements had been made 
for funeral services or burial. His 
estate will probably be handled by 
the public administrator. 

At various time rumors- had been 
circulated that he had hoards of 
money or jewels, but it is believed 
that his holdings consisted mainly 
of parcels of real estate, including 
some at Loon Lake. 

A dental chemist by profession, he 
had been doing some work for Dr. L. 
J. Zimmerman, by whom his body 
was Xound.

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Good Judgment Might 

Help — on Both Sides 

Some pretty loud outcries are being given forth, 
on both sides, in the labor-management tug-of-war that 
the end of hostilities seems to have leflt out on the 
country's front lawn. 

It goes without saying that capital wants the big- 
gest possible return for its invested money. It isequally 
obvious that labor wants the biggest possible return 
for its investment of effort. 

And both have to produce goods or service in or- 
der to get any return at all, for neither labor nor capi- 
tal can operate very well without the other. 

The main thing seems to be not a question of 
their "getting together" and ironing out their difficul- 
ties— 'for that is something both will have to do, event- 
ually — but of their finding a point of settlement that 
will be satisfactory to both. 

Management and capital have had their problems 
during the war yeare, what with shortages of materials, 
labor and machinery, as well as transportation handi- 
caps. 

At the same time, not all labor has been get- 
ting "war wages," by any means.' Thousands of workers 
have been "frozen" on jobs where their wages were also 
"frozen"— -and they were pledged not to strike until 
the close of the war. % - 

Add in a lot of other factors, including the na- 
tural stress and confusion attendant on the cancellation 
of many war contracts; nerve strain and fatigue re- 
sulting from long hours in many industries, and war- 
time worry; remember that labor shortages still exist in 
many fields, and will until a considerably larger num- 
ber of men in the armed forces can be, demobilized; 
bear in mind Uhe fact that shortages of both materials 
and finished products are likely to last for quite some 
time yet— and all in all, we're quite surprised that mat- 
ters have been as amicable as they /have in the indus- 
trial field. ^ 

It looks to us, though,. like a golden opportunity 
for the exercise of good judgment and tact — not to 
mention 'fairness — on the part of both labor and capital. 
The welfare of both is important to the whole country, 
as well as to themselves.
